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Desperate Priseners Escaped 
From the Four Courts. 


WERE LED BY JOHN O'CONNOR.

WHILE BEING SENT FROM COURT 
BACK TO JAIL. 


All of the Prisoners Were Recaptured 
Inside of an Hour—Two Were 
Heavily Shackled and 
in Irons. 


Four desperate prisoners made a dash for 
Wberty at 12:30 o'clock Monday afternoon 
as they were being led back to jail from the 
Criminal Court where\tweo of the men had 
just been sentenced to terms in the penl- 
tentiary. 

The man who led the escape was John 
O'Connor, who had just been arraigned on 
the charge of first degree murder. He its 
one of the men charged with the brutal 
murder of Charles A. Brant. 

Shackeled to, O'Connor was Frank Scha- 
fer. who was Indicted with “Java” 
on charges of burglary and larceny. 

John O'Brien and Henry Hannon suc- 
ceeded in making good their escape for a 
time, but were recaptured later. They had 
been indicted for robbery in the first de- 
gree and had entered pleas of guilty. 
O'Brien had been sentenced to seven years 
in State’s prison and Hannon given a two 


years’ sentence. 
O’Connor and Schaefer were recaptured in 


front of the Four Courts Bullding. It was 
an hour later before the others were taken. 
They were found in the rear of a house at 
128) Clark avenue, 

The excitement created by the attempted 
escape was intense. Deputy Sheriffs Bu- 
eack and Hartman were leading the pris- 
oners back to jail. There were more than 
a dozen prisoners in the gang, and they 
were shackled together in pairs. One of 
the deputies. walked in front and the 
other walked in the rear. 

The prisoners proceeded slowly out of 
Judge Spencer’s court, on the second floor. 
The usual crowd of curious loungers filled 
the Four Courts corridors, and all were 
craning, their necks to see O'Connor, who 
gained notoriety on account of the famous 


Brant murder. 

O’Connor and Schaefer were in front. As 
they passed down the broad iron staircase 
there was no suspicion that a bold escape 
was being planned. At the bottom of the 
atairs, in the matin corridor of the Four 
Courts, with scores of uniformed policemen, 
detectives and deputy sheriffs standing 
around, the astemaps was made. 

O'Connor and Shaefer suddenly sprang 
forward and rushed through the crowd. 
Women were shoved aside. Officers, amazed 
by the boldness of the movement, stood for 
an instant, stupefied. 

Busack and Hartman darted ahead and 
by the time they had reached the middle of 
Clark avenue they were upon the prisoners. 

Hartman had drawn his revolver and us- 
ing it as a club began to belabor O'Connor. 
The latter made some slight show of re- 
sistance, but chained as he was to the other 
man he was helpless and was unable to 
dodge the biowe that were rained upon him. 

The two prisoners were overpowered and 
were escorted back to jail. 

Then began a hunt for O’Brien and Han- 
non. 

They took advantage of the excitement 
of the occasion, and turning south In the 
main corridor dodged through a door which 
admitted them (to an unused passage way 
that runs under the Four Courts bullding 
from Eleventh to Twelfth street, This pas- 
eaxeway is altogether underground. It is 
only about six feet wide, and the light 
of day never enters it. 

The ceiling is low and the gloom !s only 
accentuated by the light of a few incandes- 
cent lamps that glimmer at long imervais,

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The vanguard of the meteoric shower Is 
r-ported to have appeared on the eastern 
horizon between 1 and 5 o'clock Mongay 
morning, but in this latitude, the floating 
clouds after midnight somewhat obscured 
the vision of the few who were lying in 
wait for the exhibition. 

Astronomers are not agreed as: to the 

exact hour, or even the precise night this 
week when the shower of stars will be 
heaviest, but the weight of evidence seems 
to faver Thursday morning, between mid- 
night and 6 o'clock. Meanwhile there will 
be more or less display of the meteors ev- 
ery night this week, but of course it can 
only be seen when there are no clouds. 
+ An interesting fact is stated for the Post- 
Dispatch by Charles A. Young, professor of 
astronomy at Princeton University, who 
says the Leunids “burn up before they get 
nearer to the earth’s surface than 30 miles, 
and not one of them has ever been known 
to reach earth.”” This shoull at once do 
away with any and all apprehension which 
may remain in tte minds of the unin- 
formed. 

“The terrific speed at which the Leonids 
are traveling when they meer the earth’s 
atmosphere,’’ says the professor, ‘‘causes a 
friction which burns them up, and the light 
of their burning makes them visible from 
the earth. They are not visible until they 
come within a distance of about 80 miles 
of the earth and strike our atmosphere.”’ 

The approach of the Leonids was reportéd 
by telegram Sunday night from New 
Rion Conn., and Williams Bay, Wis. 
Blaborate preparations have been made at 
the naval observatory in Washington and 
at the Harvard, Yale and Lick observa- 
tories for closely, observing the meteoric 
showers. 

Prof. Young, 
patch, says: 

These meteors are not falling stars, as 
many people suppose. They are not stars 
at a1. hey are simply small masses of 
matter, such as rock or metal or puffs of 
smoke or gas. These are fiying through 
space in a large oval orbit in a procession 
millions of miles long. They appear to em- 
anate from a point, or radiant, in the can- 
stellation of Leo, inside the curve of the 
‘“sickle.’’ For this reason they are called 
‘“*Leonids.”’ They make the _  circumfer- 
ence of the orbit three times in each cen- 
tury, or once In every 331-3 years—very 
nearly. 

It is practically certain that the earth 
will pass through some portion of the ‘*Leo- 
nid’’' swarm on the morning of Nov. 16, but 
the data are not sufficient to determine the 
precise hour when e encounter will take 
lace or how long will last. The calcu- 
ations, however, indicate that the regions 
bordering on the Atlantic will be favored. 
The Leonids move in well-defined paths 
and enter our atmosphere in lines almust 
parallel,bui the effect of perspective causes 
theen to appear to radiate from a fixed 
point. This, the so-called ‘“‘radiant” in Leo, 
indicates the direction. from which vhe Ine~ 
teors approach up; it is feally the ‘‘van- 
ishing point’’ of their parallel tracks. 

In 1896 these meteors were’ preceded 
about ten months in their orbit by Tem- 
pel’s comet, the forerunner of the swarm, 
which has not been seen yet, and prob- 
ably ‘will not be seen this year, as it is 
unfavorably situated. 

The coming of these meteoric showers 
will have no effect whatever on the earth 
and human life will not in any way be ef- 
fected by them, either fur good or evil.

She Has Lost Half a Day Out 
of Her Life. 


TWELVE HOURS ARE A BLANK. 


FOR THAT TIME SHE DID NOT 
RECOGNIZE FAMILIAR OBJECTS 


Apparently in Perfect Health and Pro- 
nounced -All Right Monday—Kirk- 
wood Physicians Diagnose 
the Malady ‘““‘Wak- 
ing Trance.” 


Twelve hours have dropped out of the life 
of Mrs. J.. W. Crowder. Nothing that she 
said or did in that time does she remem- 
ber, yet an experienced physician said the 
woman was not ill. She was in a trance, 
coused by excessive nervousness. 

The spell passed as quickly as it came, 
and Monday Mrs. Crowder was in full pos- 
session of her faculties, her mind alert an 
memory as good as it has ever been. 
Yet there is one-half a day she cannot ac- 
count for. She has never been so ill as to 
lose consciousness, and Saturday brought 
the blank in her life. 

Mrs. Crowder is the wife,of a Kirkwood 
veterinary surgeon. They live on Webster 
avenue, a mile north of Main street. She 
is 67 years old. Her husband says she has 
been nervous for the last two weeks, and 
he repeatedly asked her to rest from house- 
hold cares, but she insisted on working. Sai- 
urday morning, with assistance of her 
daughters, she prepared breakfast as usual. 
Mr. Crowder was around the house an hour, 
and frequently spoke to his wife. Her an- 
swers were rational.

Crowder went into the kitchen to tell her 
that he was about to start on his profes- 
sional calls. _ 

Mrs. Crowder was on her knees, scrubbing 
the floor. The husband remonstrated with 
her for attempting such heavy work when 
there were others there younger and strong- 
er. She laughed, and said that the work 
did not tire her. 

Mr. Crowder told her that he would re- 
turn at noon, and passed into the yard. As 
he was mounting his horse his son called 
him from the porch.

TWO MORE BAD ACCIDENTS. 


Leo Garcia’s Arm Broken and Charles 
Steele Loses Part of 
an Ear. 


John Allen, the football player, injured 
in the C. B. C University game Saturday, 
who was taken to Mullanphy Hospital Sun- 
day morning, from Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege, has never recovered consciousness and 
practically, his condition is unchanged. He 
was delirious Sunday and raved through 
the night. A male nurse attended him 
last night, to aid the Sister in charge, in 
case Allen should become violent. How- 
ever, his services were not needed. Al- 
though Allen was delirious, he did not at- 


tempt to leave his bed. Soon after 4 o'clock 
Monday morning Allen went to sleep, but 
his rest was broken by moments of de- 
lirium. 

Dr. Paul Foley, house physician at Mul- 
lanphy Hospital, has charge of the case 
when Dr. Gregory is absent. He said to the 
Post- Dispatch: 

“Young Allen's condition its practically 
unchanged. The only improvement I can 
notice is based on the fact that he is more 
quiet this morning. He received a very se- 
vere brain shock. I am an ex-football 
player and I have seen many men ‘njured 
but none as seriously as Allen. I saw one 
player hurt in the same manner. He la 
un¢onscious for three days and recovered, 
but I do not believe he was injured as 
badly as Allen. 

“The entire right side of the bra'n seems 
paralyzed. The left lobe is uninjured. We 
found no bodily tnjury. Allen's physical 
condition was perfect and that may enable 
him to withstand the brain shock he re- 
ceived. Simply stated, his trouble is con- 
cussion of the brain. 

‘Miss Bertha Allen, his sister, was with 
the paptient Monday. She could not te.i if 
he recognized her or not. Miss Allen man- 
ifests no bitterness. “It was a dangerous 
oone and my brother knew the risks,’’ she 
said,

After leaving the Louvier house, 
Armstrorg renewed his relations with Carry 
Baker, it is said.

She prepared sup- 
per for him Saturday night, and left his 
rooms about 7 o'clock. She went to the 
rooms Sunday morning to prepare his 
breakfast. Armstrong lay on the floor dead 
when she entered the rooms. 

Mrs. Louvier’s husband works on a farm 
and spends only Wednesday, Saturday and 
Sunday nights at his home. Louvier was 
at home when his wife returned from 
Armstroneg’s rooms Saturday night. Her 
coat containing the kev to Armstrong's 
rooms remained on the foot of her bed al!

TAIN AND WIFE SHOT. 


CHANGED THE VESSEL'S NAME. 


Confession of One of the Crew Led 
Authorities in Vera Cruz to Make 
an Investigation. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 13.—Capt. Mac- 
Carthy, of the British steamer Trunkby, 
from Santa Cruz, Teneriffe, reports that 
a few days before his arrival at Santa 


Cruz, the Brazilian bark Jullanna Schoorer, 
from Rio Janeiro, for Genoa, Italy, put 
in for provisions. The health authorities 
asked the master why there were but fif- 
teen persons on board when the articles 
named seventeen as leaving Rio Janeiro. 
The captain said the others had died from 
yellow fever 

When the vessel was released from quar- 
antine and provisioned, one of the crew 
said to one of the custom guards that the 
man in charge was not the master of the 
ship, but the mate, and that the mate had 
murdered the master and his wife 
voyage. 

The authorities sent boats’ crews from a 
small Spanish man-of-war ‘n the harbor to 
bring the mate and crew ashore. The mate 
a Swede, had armed himself with a re- 
volver and defied the boats’ crews to take 
him. The sailors, under orders of their of- 
ficers, fusiladed the vessel for five hours, 
during which time, it is said, 800 shots were 
fired. The mate was killed at last, having 
been shot several times. During the fir- 
ing the crew. jumped overboard, but were 
rescued by the warship’s boats. 

In their excitement the Spantards set fire 
in the bark, but as soon as they found the 
Swede dead they extinguished the fire. Be- 
fore the Trunkby left Santa Cruz the bark 
was towed up to a berth near the steamer, 
and remained there with a crew of man-of- 
warsmen in charge. The bark was held as 
a pirate, but under protest from the Bra- 
Zlian Consul,

previously hailed from 
Oportom, Portugal, which name had been 
painted out. There is no such name as 
Julianna Schoorer in Lioyd’s register. There 
is a bark Julla III., of Oporto, and it Is 
probable the murderer had changed the 
name and claimed Brazil as the vessel's 
nationality. The matter had not been set- 
tled when the Trunkby sailed for Balti- 
more.

REVOLVERS Reach Talks of the Halcyon Days 


| When the Philadelphia and Atbh- 
| letic Teams Coined Money. 


| PHILADELPHTA. Nov. 13.—President A. 
LJ. Reach of the Philadelphia Club is at 
| home again after a trip to the West, In 
lan interview he openly declared that a 
'majority of the National League magnates 
were in favor of cutting down the League 
cireult to eight clubs. 

‘The national game was badly hurt dur- 
ing the past season by so-called ‘syndicate 
features’ of the sport,’ said President 


Reach. An unwieldy circult has algo ten- 
ed to injure the game, but there are now 
indications that the circuit-will be cut next 
season, and it is to be hoped that Barney 
Drevfuss gets the franchise in Pittsburg, 
as this will leave Louisville out of the 
reckoning. There are several cities now 
embraced in the national circult which 
could easily support two baseball clubs. 
Chicago is one and Philadelphia is an- 
other. It would not do, however, to iden- 
tify the two clubs in one city with one an- 
other tn the least, and for that reason 
they should be distinctly separate, In Chi- 
eago it would be a mistake were a team ef 
the American League to play on the 
grounds of the National League Club.’ 

It is understood that President Hart 
given his asent to the admission of the 
American League Club in Chicago, pro- 
vided the team will play its games on the 
West Side Ball Park, the grounds now 
used by the Chicago team. President John- 
son, conducting the negotiations for the 
American League, has refused to accept 
the conditions, it is said. and has made 
the declaration that the American League 

Club shall be located on the South, Side. 
s vweaking on this phase of the negotiations 
Mr. Reach said: 

“In my opinion I think it would be a 
mistake for the American League to use 
the grounds of the local National League 
Club. My partner. in Philadelphia, Col. 
Rogers, has been in favor of letting our 
grounds to any new club of recognized 
standing should one get a foothold in Phil- 
adelphia, but I do not believe in the ai lvis- 
ability of the scheme. People would more 
or less confound the two clubs and it 

would be bad for baseball all see. 

Touching on another matt connected 
with the game with which =f has been 
associated since the sport was in its in- 
fancy. FPresdent Reach was equally ex- 
plicit. 

“There is no doubt that a 
ball must look back on the season of I5%9 
with some regrets,”’ said Mr. Reach. “No 
one, for instance, will dispute the fact that 
so-called syndicate baseball hurt the sport 
a great deal during the last season. It Was 
unfortunate, to say the least. Then there 
were other things to be taken into con- 
sideration. The unwieldy circuit was 4 
meons of detracting from the svort. 

“There is now some hone of getting a 
shorter cireult for next vear. and I. for 
one, hope it will come. Should. Mr. Dreys- 
fuss of Louisville secure the Pittsburg 
franchise it would have the effect of put- 
ting Loulsville on the market, and it woull 
probably then be cut out.

Well-Known Lawyer and a Brave 
Soldier During the War.

Frederick Scheel, a member of the Belle- 


ville City Council and one of the best known 


politicians and officeholders in Southern 
lilinois, died early Monday morning at his 
home in Pine Grove, Belleville. , 

He had been eeriously sick several months, 
and for several days it had been plain that 
he could not recover. 

Mr. Scheel was born near Mascoutah, 
April 14, 1843, and was.therefore 56 years 
ola. He was the son ofJohn and Elizabeth 


Scheel. 
He attended the Wyman High School in 
Louis and received. private tultion in 
Germany. Returning from there, he en- 
fered Washington University. He was in 
his sophomore year when the war began. 
He enlisted for three years in Company A 
of the Ninth Illinois Volunteers. He was 
wounded in the battle of Pittsburg Land- 
n@ in April, 1862. He was then second 
of Company D. After recover- 
ing he returned to the army and was as- 
signed to duty on the staff of Col. Morton 
of the Slat Ohio, with the rank of captain, 
but his health compelled him to quit the 
and he returned to Belleville in 


Deputy Circuit Clerk for three 
years, after which he read law under the 
direction of Gov. Koerner and afterward 
of John B. Hay, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1866. 

In 1867 he was appointed by Gov. Ogies- 
by a member of the State Board of Equaliz- 
ation, representing St. Clair and Madison 
counties. After that he was Deputy As- 
under Gen. 
Kneffner. He commenced the practice of 
law in 1871. From 1872 to 1877 he was the 
editor and publisher of the Stern des Wes- 
tens. In the latter year he resumed the 
practice of law. 

At the September term of the Circuit 
Court, in 1876, he was appointed Master 
in Chancery. He was Circuit Clerk from 
1884 to 1888. He served several terms in 
the City Council He was last elected !n 
April, to fill out the unexpired term ,of 
Henry Fredericks, who was at that time 
elected Mayor. 

Prior to 1272 he was a Republican. Since 
then he was a Democrat. 

He was married Sept. 14, 1864, to Miss Jos- 

hine Kircher. She survives him, with 
three daughters, Miss Irma Scheel, Mrs. 

Harrison of Belleville and Mrs. Boyd 
Michael of Meridian; Miss.

MILLER IS BADLY WOUNDED. 


CONDUCTOR LINDSAY ASSAULTED 
BY TWO MEN. 


In the Struggle Which Followed, Out- 
side the Car, Miller Was Stabbed 
and His Injury May Prove 
Fatal. 


A terrific fizht, in which Oscar Miller of 
3316 South Broadway was stabbed and per- 
haps fatally wounded, occurred early Mon- 
day morning at Jefferson avenue and Chip- 
pewa street. 

The principals included Miller, Valentine 
Ost of 386 South Broadway and Howard 
Lindsay and Joseph McCready, conductor 
and motorman, respectively, on the South- 
ern Electric line. 

Accounts of the trouble differ. Miller 
charges that he was stabbed by Lindsay. 
The latter denies this and says a young 
man whose identity has not been ascer- 
tained inflicted the injury. 

Lindsay admits he fired four shots at Ost 


and Miller. None of the bullets took effect. 

The knife used has not been found. 

Lindsay was in charge of a Southern 
Electric car going south shortly after 1 
o'clock Monday morning. Among the pas- 
sengers were Ost and Miller. 

The car was crowded and it is claimed 
Miller and his companion addressed offen- 
sive remarks to several women who were 
sitting in front of them. The conductor 
reproved Ost, whereupon it is alleged Mil- 
ler called him an improper name. 

Wien the car neared Chippewa street 
the two men started towards the rear plat- 
form. As they were about to alight, Lind- 
say declares, they grabbed him around the 
neck and dragged him into the street. Then 
followed a desperate conflict. 

The three rolled over and over on the 
ground. Lindsay reached for his revolver. 
Ost tried to wrest the weapon from him, 
but without success. Several shots sound- 
ed in rapid succession. 

Miller and Ost jumped to their feet and 
ran east on Chippewa street. shouting: 
“Please don’t shoot!’ As they fled a bul- 
let whizzed by them, 

Miller’s companion was a few feet ahead 
of him. Both were fatigued from the strug- 
gie and soon Miller began to limp. He 
called to his companion that the thought 
he was hurt; that he had a severe pain in 
his side and they had better stop. As he 
spoke he sank to the ground. 

‘Dick, don’t go any further,”’ he said, 
faintly. ‘‘l believe I'm shot.” 

Patrolman O'Gara and Alexander arrived 
on the scene a few minutes later and placed 
the conductor and motorman under arrest. 
~They found Miller lying in the street, and 
Ost was bending over him. Ost was also 
taken into custody. The prisoners were 
locked up at the Second District Police Sta- 
tion. 

The shooting created a panic among the 
passengers, and when the shots sounded 
they scattered in all directions. 

Miller was taken to the City Hospital, 
where Drs. Nietert and Babler attended 
him. He is & years old and employed as a 
cleryk in a local dry goods store. 

He was too weak to make a statement 
when seen and re said he m ght 
die. He whispere that he was not to 
blame and when asked if his friend had 
provoked the quarrel, he nodded his head. 

Lindsay was taken before him by Police- 
man O’Gara for identification. He ind-cated 
that he was the one who had stabbed him. 

“Miller and Ost,’’ said Lindsay to the 
Post-Dispatch, “‘got on my car at Fighth 
and Walnut streets. There were a number 
of women among the passengers and they 
tried to attract attention. Their language 
was offensive and I cautioned Ost to be 
quiet. He answered in a surly tone and 
his friend then became boisterous. 

“I told them that if they didn’t behave 
themselves I would have them = ejected. 
They scowled at me and threatened to lick 
me and I called the motorman. McCready 
advised me not to put them off unless they 
raised a further disturbance, as he said it 
a be better to avoid trouble if pos- 
sible. 

“I returned to the platform and thought 
nothing more of the matter until a passen- 
ger, whose name I do not know, came to 
me and said the men were going to ‘do me 
up’ when they got to their destination. 

“Ost and Miller were on the lower step 
and as the car slowed up +’ «y grabbed me. 

“The motorman had gw ahead and I 
called to him. The passengers were fright- 
ened and dared not interfere. 

‘The men knocked me down and kicked 
me several times in the stomach. 
time I was trying to get my pistol. 
had my arms pinioned and I had difficulty 
using it. 

‘*T fired about four ehots, but I insist that 
I did not cut Miller. There was a young 
man on the car who said he would cut 
them to pleces if they attacked me. I do not 
know whether he helped me or not. I would 
know him if I saw thim again.’’

He and 
nis work may be caviare to many, but to 
those who do like him and a eciate his 
efforts he is the beau ideal the actor. 

A large crowd of Mantell devotees filled 
the Century Sunday night, to see their idol 
in a new play, ‘““The Dagger and the Cross. 
They saw him, and so enthusiastically, too, 
that he had curtain calls after every act— 
and there are five of them—and he made a 
speech, and his company also had calls 
before the picture-screen. So it ail 
may be called a Mantell success. 

This new play is different from the usual] 
Mantell effort, in that in it the star plays 
only one part. This disappointed some 
his following, espectally that in the upper 
house, where his lightning-ohange effects 
have always aroused great enthusiasm. 
But it is better so. It enables him to use 
all the changing qualities of his voice in 
more concentration. He plays the part of 
an Italian, with dark, straight, Indian hair, 
and a brown skin. He wears clothes that 
are rather duller than his usual garb—one 
is a typical Fauntleroy suit—but his vil- 
lain makes up for this, for he Is a Mephis- 
tophelian chap, clad im screaming scar- 
let. The women of the company are beau- 
tifulky gowned; all the characters are laid 
strictly on the Mantell lines, and the 
scenes, first in Italy and then in England, 
are attractive. There is a climax of strained 
intensity to every act, and a double one in 
the last one. 

For tts kind the play is stronger than 
the average, and more coherent than the 
regular Mantell presentations, The long 
suffering lover comes to his own at the 
end: the villain dies a scarlet death about 
che middle of the show, and Mantell is 
the one who makes all! things well in the 
finale. The regular duel 1s held tin the first 
act instead of the dast, which is the great- 
est irmovatien. 


The performance at the Hopkins Impertal 
Theater this week is by far the most pre- 
tentious atempted there since the house 
came under ite present management. Real- 
ism is the point aimed at, and Stage Man- 
ager Mackley'’s efforts in that direction 
leave nothing to be desired. The play pre- 
sented is “The Great Diadmond Robbery,” 
a melodrama of unusual strength and 
thrilling interest. The stock company is 
seen at its best in this production and the 
accessortes are worthy of special note. 

One of the most striking stage pictures 
ever put on In connection with a perform- 
ance of the kind is that of the offman 
House bar in the third act. The fixtures 
are the real thing. A W-foot double bar of 
oak came from the stock of a St. Louis 
fixture house. The drinks served are no 
less real, aS a number of young men well 
known i[n St. Louls can attest. A ecore 
of these young men sat on the stage in 
this acene and drank good champagne and 
smoked expensive cigars while the princi- 
pals were unraveling the skein of the plot. 

A striking piece of work was that* of 
Miss Louise Algen as Mother Rogenbaum. 
Mother Mandelbaum..a famous New York 
criminal, gave the playwright his insptira- 
tion for the part, and she Interpreted It to 
the life. 

The vaudeville bill consiets of “‘The Girl 
With Auburn Hatr,”’ Mayer, Carrol] and 
Mayer, grotesques; Al Blanchard, with il- 
lustrated songs, and Till's marionettes, 
which latter most of the audience consid- 
ered the best feature of the programme. 


It {s a well-balanced bill that the man- 
agers of the Columbia are offerin this 
week.
